still causing 
problems 

Village liquor ordinance 
undergoing revisions

ANTIOCH - It's time to move forward. 

That's what Antioch Village President 
Dorothy Larson said with regard to the de- 
bate about Antioch's liquor ordinance. 

The ordinance - which hasn't been up- 
dated since 1976, Larson said - states that 
a village official, including a trustee, can- 
not hold a liquor license, 

.Conflicts with the ordinance arose last 
year when trustee Bob McCarty was found 
in violation of the village's liquor code be- 
cause he is a part owner of Double Eagle 
Sports Club Inc. in Antioch. McCarty then 
appealed to the Illinois Liquor Control 
Commission last September, and the deci- 
sion was overturned in his favor, 

McCarty was allowed to remain on the 
board while having a liquor license be- 
cause state law allows a village trustee to , 
have a liquor license in a city or village 
with a population of 50,000 or less, 

"It takes precedence over our local ordi- 
nance," Larson said of the state law; "I see 
no problem amending the ordinance to [re- 
flect] state law 1 ' 

Larson said village attorney Adam 
Simon drafted a new ordinance to comply 
with the state law. 

The amended ordinance was presented 
at a recent Village Board meeting and, to 
Larson's surprise, was met with some re- 
sistance. ' 

"I'm not certain why there was that re- 
action," she said. "I was told [they] want 
the village attorney to look at other dis- 
crepancies." 

Simon said board members want his 
firm to do a complete review of Antioch's 
liquor ordinance to make sure all amend- 
ments necessary to comply with state law- 
are captured and updated.

Referendum asks 
for tax increase

ANTIOCH - Antioch 
Township residents will have 
more to vote for Feb. 5 than 
the primary candidates. 

The First Fire Protection 
District has placed a referen- 
dum on this year's ballot that 
would increase the fire pro- 
tection tax rate to help staff 
Stations 2 and 3, said Lt. 
Chris Lienhardt, public in- 
formation officer for the dis- 
trict. The increase would be 
$266 per $100,000 of equalized 
assessed value compared to 
the $133 it is now. ■ 

Antioch Fire Department 
and First Fire Protection 
District currently has volun- 
teers only at Station 1, 935 
Holbeck Drive. Station 2, at 
700 N. Deep Lake Road, and 
Station 3, at 24675 W. Grass 
Lake Road, do not have per- 
sonnel on duty. If the referen- 
dum passes, there would be 
three to four firefighters in 
each station at all times. 

When a call comes in 



alerting the department to a 
fire that is near either 
Station 2 or 3, Lienhardt said, 
firefighters would be con- 
tacted at home to go' to the 
station to suit up and then go 
to the fire's location. 

"It really comes down to 
where can we reduce our re- 
sponse time," Lienhardt said. 

Lienhardt said that dur- 
ing an information meeting 
the fire district hosted, he' 
was asked why firefighters 
could not keep their gear in 
their cars to help reduce 
time. Operating that way 
likely would be in violation of 
the National Fire Protection 
Association, which regulates 
standards for fire depart- 
ments. 

Lienhardt said because 
the fire district benefits from 
only property taxes, instead 
of the sales tax other depart- 
ments benefit from, getting 
this referendum passed is im- 
portant. 

"There are a lot of people 
who would benefit," 
■ Lienhardt said. 

This will be the fire dis- 
trict's third attempt to in- 
crease the tax rate. The first 
was in 2005, and the second 
was in April 2007.

Joint effort targets 
negligent parents 

Since September of 2007, the Lake 
County States Attorney's Office has 
enforced the collection of more than 
$92,000 in child support, according 
to a release. The money was col-, 
lected in contempt proceedings 
against deadbeat parents.

Local volunteers team with county to aid area homeless

The team members met at 9:30p.m. Every few 
minutes more people joined the huddle and called 
out their name to announce that they were there. 
Eight teams were assembled, each with the name 
of a color: the blue team, the orange, the purple 
and so on. 

This was not a sports match of any sort or a 
game of any kind. This was the beginning of a 
long night. 

On Jan.. 21, a night, when the temperature 
dropped to -3 degrees; eight teams of six to eight 
people met at the Lake County's Public Action to 
Deliver Shelter' (PADS) in North Chicago, to 
search for the homeless out on the streets of Lake 
County. 

The event is called the Point-in-Time Homeless 
Count. It is an annual event that PADS hosts on 
Thursday of the last full week of every January 

The Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) utilizes the results of this 
count to- regulate how much federal funding the 
community receives. But the count does 'more 
than that. 

"We're not just trying to find people and count 
them, we want to determine what resources and

programs are needed," said Joel Williams, com- 
munity development planner. "The data will help 
us determine where we should be directing our ef- 
forts." 

The preliminary count for the night was 440 
people that met the federal definition of the word 
homeless. Nine were found on the street. 

The rest were in shelters where they had a 
warm place to sleep during the subzero night and 
food to eat. 

A person is considered' homeless if there is a 
lack of regular, fixed, and adequate nighttime res- 
idence. 

Williams said the teams covered a lot of 
ground that night. 

Some of the areas that were covered included 
Zion, Waukegan, Gurnee, Highland Park, and 
Antioch. 

The teams' search went on until 2 a.m. and 
their vans were stocked with sleeping bags and 



sandwiches in case they found people who did not 
want to come into a shelter. 

"A lot of people don't want help; they're not 
ready," said Luis Aponte, client advocate at PADS. 

Aponte knows something about the streets and 
about the people who live there. He was homeless 
for 10 years and in and out of jail for drug dealing 
and drug use. 

"I was in denial; I wanted help on the inside but 
I wasn't ready to stop doing what I was doing," 
Aponte saia*. 

He' has been off the streets for three years and 
■ now shares his story with everyone who seeks his 
help at PADS. 

"The people I talk to know that I. understand 
where, they're coining from because I've been 
where they've been," Aponte said. 

■ Many of the volunteers that night have a simi- 
lar story to Aponte's. 

Their lives led them to the streets but after get- 
ting the help they needed through programs like 
the ones PADS offers, they volunteer their time 
and help others. 

"We just want to give back; everybody is here to 
help each other," said Cedric D. Lee, director of 
communications at PADS. 

Lee also was homeless once and was able to get 
his life back together.

That hardship is magnified by 
also eliminating the sales tax ex- 
emption on food. 

It is estimated that this tax in- 
crease will cost Lake County con- 
sumers a staggering $71 million 
in new sales taxes the first year; 
a sum we can ill afford at a time 
when many local homeowners 
are struggling with high property 
taxes and skyrocketing energy 
costs.

Iraq remains unfinished busi- 
ness. The economy is teetering to- 
ward recession. The housing mar- 
ket is in tatters. And the Democrats 
are in control of Congress. 

President Bush delivered his 
final State of the Union address 
Jan. 28 amid a national landscape 
that he probably never envisioned. 
The president's speech reflected the 
political reality that Bush now is a . 
lame duck with low approval rat- 
ings^ Monday was perhaps his last 
chance to gain the public's atten- 
tion and to use the bully pulpit to 
remain relevant - at least for a 
while. 

The president urged Congress to 
approve his stimulus plan for the 
economy. The plan would provide 
individuals up to $600 in tax re- 
bates, and couples would get up to 
$1,200. The plan also would give 
families a tax credit of $300 a child. 
Although that plan has been agreed 
to by Bush and House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, the deal still could 



fall apart in the Senate. 

The president also praised the- 
success of the surge in Iraq, noting 
that violence and civilian deaths 
were down and stating that al-Qaida 
was on therun. What remains elu- 
sive is the political reconciliation 
that would be needed for America 
to stand down and Iraq to stand up. 
Regardless, it seems likely that the 
issue of Iraq will bleed into the 
presidency of Bush's successor. 

With Iraq unlikely to be fully re-' 
solved, and without the ability to 
advance any significant domestic 
agenda, Bush's best chance at en- 
hancing his legacy might be his on- 
going pursuit of a Middle East 
peace agreement between ' the 
Israelis and Palestinians. Of 
course, President Clinton also pur- 
sued a Middle East peace agree- 
ment in his last year in office and 
failed: Sadly, it appears that pursu- 
ing Middle East peace agreements 
is the final act of lame-duck, politi- 
cally wounded, presidents.

During World War II, McCarthy 
was a captain commanding a rifle 
company attached to the Second 
Battalion, 24th Marines, and led an 
assault team across exposed ground 
to wipe out positions holding up the 
advance of his company 

. The same Marine Corps Unit is 
now a reserve unit headquartered 
in Chicago. The battalion has been . 
activated for second tour in Iraq, ac- 
cording to the release. 

The Chicago Police Drum and 
Bagpipe Corps added ceremonial 
and processional music to the 
event.

This targeted and 
widely supported 
tax incentive is in- 
cluded in the 
stimulus deal that 
was announced 
Jan. 24 according 

to the release. The Section 179 deduc- 
tion allows small business owners to 
write off expenses immediately in- 
stead of depreciating these expenses 
over many years. ' f 

"I commend the leadership and 
the administration for their swift, bi- 
partisan action to shore up the econ- 
omy before it slides into a down- 
turn," Bean said in a statement. "I 
look forward to supporting this pro- 
posal as it comes to the House, and I 
urge the Senate and the President to 
act swiftly to strengthen the eco- 
nomic health of our nation, our busi- 
nesses and the families we repre- 
sent."

On Feb. 5, the voters of 
the Fox Lake Public Library 
District will have an oppor- 
tunity to make a decision 
that wilt affect the quality 
of life in Grant Township 
area communities for 
many years. On Feb. 5, 
voters will decide whether 
a new library should be 
built. 

I am honored to serve as 
president of the Board of 
Library Trustees of the Fox 
Lake Public Library District, 
Lake and McHenry 
Counties. I am proud to 
have served as a library 
trustee for more than 20 
years. I have been a resi- 
' dentof the library's service 
area for 52 years. I have 
been a taxpayer and user 
of the library for most of 
that time. As a result, I 
think I am qualified to 
speak on this important 
issue, 

The Fox Lake District 
Library has served library 
districtjesidents effec- 
tively for many years. The 
library is efficiently run,' 
has longer hours than 
most libraries in the area, 
and is governed by library 
trustees who have been 
careful custodian's of pub- 
lic funds. 

The fact is that the Fox 
Lake Library building does 



not adequately meet the li- 
brary service needs of a 
growing population, 
Library district boundaries 
include all of Grant 
Township (except for the 
Valley Lakes subdivision) 
and extend into parts of 
Antioch and Burton town- 
ships. Substantial growth 
is taking place in the li- 
brary's service area. The li- 
brary district's population 
is projected to double by 
the year 2030. 

Our library's shelves are 
overcrowded. Patron work- 
space is severely limited, 
particularly workspace to 
serve the needs of stu- , 
dents and computer users. 
Space is not available for a 
much needed expansion of 
audiovisual materials in 
formats such as DVDs and 
recorded books. 

As a result of careful 
planning during the years 
by library trustees, the li- 
brary district owns land 
adjacent to the present li- 
brary. The combined site is 
sufficient to accommodate 
a new, larger library build- 
ing. If the library building 
project is approved by vot- 
ers, the library will be able 
to provide uninterrupted 
service in its current facil- 
ity during construction. 
This avoids a costly move 
to a temporary site and 
avoids confusion and in- 
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convenience for library 
users. 

The plans for a new li- 
brary facility afford more 
space for current services 
such as book and audio vi- 
sual collections and patron 
computers. The plans pro- 
vide space for new serv- 
ices such as small group 
study rooms, a quiet read- 
ing room and a' local his- 
tory section. 

The plans also include a 
children's activity room, a 
"story garden" and a ■ 
young adult area intended 
to draw teenage users to 
the library. One objective 
of the library trustees is at- 
tracting young users to a 
unique, valuable, and 
meaningful institution - 
the community library. 

Library trustees and staff 



have worked diligently to 
include the public in the 
planning process. A focus 
group composed of area 
residents met several 
times to help plan the new 
building. The library spon- 
sored three open houses 
and four question and an- 
swer sessions to provide li- 
brary district residents op- 
portunities for input. 

On Feb. 5th r Fox Lake 
District Library area voters 
will have an opportunity to 
enhance their quality of life 
by approving a library 
building appropriate for the 
21st century.

It's, all about sound-bites/ Things 
haven't been going too well in this 
country under President George W. 
Bush, so what's the big sound-bite? 
You're probably sick of it by now, and 
we've just begun. The big sound-bite 
is "change." 

To get the best political result 
from that sound-bite, you just repeat

Warren wins NSC 
Championship meet

LIBERTYVILLE - It played out pretty 
much like every inspirational sports 
movie should. 

The self-reliant Warren gymnastics 
team stepped up to the very last event of 
the day - vault - down by less than a 
point.

new crisis 

CHICAGO - First there was 
the listless play. 

Then there was some inter- 
nal discord between a veteran 
and a rookie. (You might have 
heard about it.) 

Now three of the Bulls' top 
eight players can best be de- 
scribed as "ailing." Without 
Luol Deng, Ben Gordon and 
Chris Duhon, a polite descrip- 
tion for the current lineup 
comes in the word "incom- 
plete," 

At some point- now, actu- 
ally - the question deserves to 
be asked: What did Jim Boy Ian 
ever do to deserve this? The in- 
terim head coach has been on 
the job for only a month and 
yet it's been one crisis after, an- 
other. Boylati could arrive at 
the United Center one day to 
find half of his team dressed 
as mimes and it's likely he 
wouldn't even bat an eye. 

But given all the obstacles 
he's been presented, Boylan 
hasn't done as had as you 
might think. Through the first 
15 games of his tenure, the 
Bulls are 8-7, a mark that in- 
cludes the 108-95 home victory 
■ against Indiana Jan. 23. 
Unbelievably, at 17-24, Boylan's 
team is only one game out of a 
playoff spot in the woeful 
Eastern Conference. Happy 
locker room talk about making 
a charge toward playoffs has 
already be gun. 

As their overall record indi- 
cates, this team has problems 
that can't be simply solved 
with a win against the Pacers. 

But if Boylan can figure out 
the riddle and successfully 
navigate this next stretch of 
the season he deserves at least 
a longer look by John Paxson 
at the end of the season. 

And if you have any reser- 
vations with that statement, 
consider the depleted hand 
that Boylan is currently play- 
ing. On Jan. 23, the team an- 
nounced that Deng was finally 
entering a long overdue rest 
period of one to three weeks to 
help heal the tendinitis in his 
Achilles'. In being listed as in- 
active, he joined Chris Duhon, 
who was already on the injury 
list with a knee sprain, and 
Ben Gordon, who^sat out the 
Indiana game with a right 
wrist sprain that was suffered 
Jan. 21 in Memphis. It's un- 
clear when all three will be 
back in a Bulls uniform. 

So many things have hap- 
pened to the Bulls this season, 
but repeated street clothes ap- 
pearances by their top players 
can't be one of them. Depth is 
one of the remaining strengths 
and, if they want to make a 
late surge into the playoffs, it 
has to continue to be one. Kirk 
Hinrich isn't going to score 38 
points every night and Boylan 
needs to have everyone on 
board. , 

"Sometimes things start to 
happen and you just have to 
deal with them," Boylan said 
about the injuries. "Other 
teams go through the same 
stretches that we're going 
through right now, so you just 
have to look at your roster and 
you see who you have down 
there ... If you're on the bench 
and you want to play more, this 
"is your chance." 

But Boylan and the Bulls 
have to show strides toward 
the consistency that has eluded 
the team to this point. That's 
not going to be easy without 
Deng. Being hampered by in- 
juries changed that, but with a 
little less than half a season 
left there's still time to re- 
bound. 

"We're going to have to find 
other ways to create offense," 
Boylan said. "Other guys are 
going to have to step up," 

So here's hoping the healthy 
Bulls do exactly that. Don't you 
think it's time for Boylan to fi- 
nally catch a break?
